Comptroller Nolte refused to vote 
in the meeting of the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment, yester- 
day afternoon, when, in the presence 
of bank officials, the bids of the 14 
institutions were opened in. the 
Mayor's office. The two other mem- 
bers of the board, Mayor Kiel and 
President Aloe of the Board of Al- 
dermen, voted to accept the bids, 
after Aloe had explained that he 
saw nothing else to do. 
¢ “€lose figuring’’ was the Mayor’s 
comment on the bids, after all had 
been read. No comment was made 
by the bank officials who were pres- 
ent. Associate Comptroller Gunn es- | 
timated that the city would receive 
$115,000 in interest next year at the ' 
new rate, or $25,000 more than the 
interest received this year, which 
was $90,000. 

The rate of interest paid by the 
banks en all city deposits in the cur- 
rent year has been 2% per cent, and 
prior to this year was 2 per cent. 
The bankS turned in identical bids 
of 2% per cent for “regular” depos- 
its, those made early in the year 
from tax revenues, and of 2% for 
supplementary deposits made during 
the year. One bank, the Central Na- 
tional, did not bid on supplementary 
deposits. 

In the discussion before the Board 
of Estimate, Nolte said that it would 
be illegal to deposit city money in 
hanks outside the city. The law lim- 
its the city’s balance in any one bank 
to $500,000. The “regular” deposits, 
to be made early in January, will 
probably be about $500,000 in each 
of the 14 banks, a total of about 
$7,000,000.
